Grain Cars Needed 

Harvest has been successfully completed and far¬ 
mers are now busy catching up on all those odd repair 
jobs they haven’t had time to do the past year. 

But with the worry' of harvesting the crop over, 
the big question now is “When will the delivery quota 
be increased?” Vulcan, in common with many other 
district points, had an initial wheat delivery quota of 
five bushels per acre, and at the time the quota was 
set there was not sufficient space in the local elevat¬ 
ors to handle even this small part of the current crop. 
About a month ago grain cars started to come through 
in good numbers and it looked like the situation might 
ease, but this continued for only a few days and the 
supply of cars was again reduced to a trickle. Elevat¬ 
ors are still full of wheat and if the quota for this dis¬ 
trict is increased a lot of grain will have to be shipped 
out first. 

The announced policy of the Wheat Board is to 
divert all possible cars to low-quota points before ship¬ 
ping any more grain from points which already have 
an 8 or 10 bushel quota. Five bushels per acre is de¬ 
finitely a low quota, and we trust that Vulcan, Champ¬ 
ion and other five-bushel quota points in this area are 
not overlooked by the powers-that-be in the matter of 
allocating grain cars.

Dear Editor: 

In the Sept. 25th, 1952 Issue of 
the Vulcan Advocate, there ap¬ 
pears a report of a meeting of the 
CNIB committee which evidently 
Is set up to collect funds for that 
organization. I would like in this 
short letter to question the truth 
of some of the statements report¬ 
ed to be made by Mr. R. V. Hew¬ 
lett, of Calgary The statement 
was made that the CNIB was the 
only organization in Canada oper¬ 
ating by a Charter in the Domin¬ 
ion of Canada and working with 
authority from the Public Contri¬ 
butions Act to solicit funds which 
are used solely to aid the blind of 
Canada. Apparently, M *> 'Hewlett 
has never taken the trouble to as¬ 
certain that the CFOB, incorporat¬ 
ed in 1928, has one of the most 
comprehensive charters of any 
welfare organization in this Do- 
m'nion. Did Mr. Hewlett tell you 
that 75 per cent of the money col¬ 
lected by the CNIB is used for ad¬ 
ministration purposes? Did Mr 
Hewlett advise you that when the 
executive of the CFOB supported 
by its own branches and scores of 
other groups and organizations de¬ 
serves the credit for bringing pres¬ 
sure upon our Federal government 
in the matter for pensions fqr the 
blind at a lower age than 70, while 
the CNIB officials publicly oppos¬ 
ed the idea of pensions for the 
blind and refused to join with the 
Federation in this _ humanitarian 
effort. Did he tell you that in 
many parts of Canada blind per¬ 
sons have no financial assistance 
from the CNIB, while Mr. Hewlett 
seems to lament so much about 
$40 a month be’ng inadequate. I 
suppose Mr. Hewlett does not 
know that the CNIB have tried to 
various ways to destroy the work 
and influence of the CFOB? I 
think it wojld be well if the pub¬ 
lic made an investigation of where 
Ihe money goes that is given to 
the CNIB, for the blind. It might 
also be of Interest to ascertain if 
there are -600 blind persons in Sou¬ 
thern Alberta. I could make infer¬ 
ence to ^ other misleading state¬ 
ments which have appeared in the 
press and over the air regarding 
Blind Welfare work, hut I do not 
want to take up too much space 
in your newspaper. 

I hope that this letter will be 
published in its entirety.
